As ſon 
as it was ready for marching, he put himſelf at the head of i it, in the ab- 
ſence of LIEUTENANT COLONEL CREED, and marched i it t according to ordets 
into the North, where it diſtinguiſhed itſelf by 1 its good behavior and regula- 
rity. At the diſmiſſion of this regiment, the DUKE of MONTAGU was pleaſed 
to thank the MA joR in his-majeſty's name, for his ſervices; and he told him, 
moreover, that ſo high a value did he ſet upon his vigilance, oonduct, 45d 5 
aſſiduity, during the whole campaign, that there Was ng ſervice, in 
power, which he would not willingly render him; aſking, at the ſame 


time, © how he could be of uſe to him?“ The Major replied, “that if - 


HIS GRACE would have the goodneſs to recommend him to a company 
of Invalids, he ſhould think himſelf at the height of his ambition.” 

The DUKE promiſed moſt "cordially to befrietid him, wheneyer 4 Va- 
cancy ſhould happen, and then took a gracious leave of him. Death | 
put a fatal ſtop to the performance of his promiſe, and the Major ſur- 
vived him twenty-one years, with. the ſterile advantages of a hee | 
rity for himſelf, and a Nominal Chaplaincy for | his ſon. . .

ſtitute his pen, ſo vilely, as to give the preference to the Grecians in elo- 
quence ; when numbers of his own countrymen had as fair a claim to the 
palm, as Demoſthenes himſelf. It is therefore my humble opinion that, in-
